DIRECTLY RELATED TO MR. SOUSA'S EMPLOYMENT BY THE UNITED 
STATES INTERESTS SECTION IN BAGHDAD. 

THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE WISHES TO REITERATE THAT THE 
UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT BELIEVES THAT HARASSMENT AND 
ABUSE OF LOCAL EMPLOYEES OF ITS DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE KIND WHICH IT UNDERSTANDS HAS OCCURRED IN THE CASE 
OF MR. SOUSA UNDULY INTERFERES WITH THE PERFORMANCE OF THE 
FUNCTIONS OF UNITED STATES DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATIVES 
WITHIN THE MEANING OF ARTICLE 38, PARAGRAPH 2 OF THE 
VIENNA CONVENTION ON DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS, TO WHICH BOTH 
IRAQ AND THE UNITED STATES ARE PARTIES, WHICH STATES: 

"OTHER MEMBERS OF THE STAFF OF THE MISSION AND PRIVATE 
SERVANTS WHO ARE NATIONALS OF OR PERMANENTLY RESIDENT IN 
THE RECEIVING STATE SHALL ENJOY PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES 
ONLY TO THE EXTENT ADMITTED BY THE RECEIVING STATE. HOW- 
EVER, THE RECEIVING STATE MUST EXERCISE ITS JURISDIC- 
TION OVER THOSE PERSONS IN SUCH A MANNER AS NOT TO INTER- 
FERE UNDULY WITH THE PERFORMANCE OF THE FUNCTIONS OF THE

ACCORDINGLY. THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE REITERATES ITS OB- 
JECTION TO SUCH HARASSMENT, ABUSE, INTERROGATION OR 
DETENTION BY OFFICIALS OF THE GOVERNMENT OF IRAQ OF 
EMPLOYEES OF THE UNITED STATES INTERESTS SECTION IN 
BAGHDAD AND ASKS THAT THE IRAQI INTERESTS SECTION CONVEY TO 
THE GOVERNMENT OF IRAQ ITS REQUEST THAT THESE ACTIONS BE
